The Viceroy’s diplomatic answer shopld 
serve iti purpose. It has been obvious ail 
through the Manchurian negotiations that 
the only way to appeal td the reactionary 
and pro-Russian’ party in_ the so-called 
Government of Chinn was to play upon 
their feats of having to make fresh surren- 
ders to the Powers other than Russia. No 
sentiment of care for the Empire seems’ 
ever to have restrained them from giving 
/up to Russia the practically complete 
control of .Manchuriz. But that this 
sacrifice ‘should be followed by similar con- 
cessiong to other nations would-not at all 
suit tho reactionaries’ book. Yuan SurKal 
presenta the case to the Empress Dowager 
in a fresh and forcible guise. An useful 
commentary on his memorial is conveyed in 
Revrenr's telegram of the 16th instant, ‘in 
which it is stated that “ Japan has notified 
otlre Chinese Government that -sbe will . ra- 
F quire equivalents for all advantages given 
to Russia in Manchuria:? Qreat Britain 
and the United ‘States aro also said, im 
conjunition with Japan, to be exerting 
strong pressure on China to secure the sub- 
mission to them of-any treaty concer ning 
Mauchorin, What the nature of this 
pressure inay be, it ik not easy to guess. 
Itis to betrusted that the threats in event 
of Chinw’s refusal are of a tangible ‘nature. 
Nothing short of the most determined 
attitude can inspire the proper fear into the 
timeservers who are willing to continue 
the late li. Huwe-crana’s policy of cringing 
to Russia, Were it not. for the worthless. 
ness of those who still hold sway at the 
Imperial Court, it would be impussible to 
withhold sympathy ‘from the Chinese 


| Government in its position towurd Russia. 


After repeatedly being goaded into refusing 
Russia’s demands, it ulways finds remaining 
to be faced the figure of Russia with a new 
Manchurian Convention in hand..

Tho spirit of the burgher families in camp

These are generally 
vory bilter agajnet the men in camp, whom 
they style “hands-uppers,”. and treat so con- 
temptuously that the men will not do anything 
for thom.

Tremaine hove been found in the esstern gravels 
ond western’ preglacial sands, have~ been as- 
rigned to at least twenty-five different speciva, 
The careful revision by Mr. J. W. Gidley of the 
American Museum seems to show the following 
as the valid spooics: Equus fraternue, small 
horse of the south-castern States; FE. complicatus, 
shout the size of an ordinary draught horee, 
from the southern and middle western States; 
E, oceidentalia, of the size of the preceding, from 
California; E. pacificua, a very large horse of 
middle California and Oregon ; E. conversidens, 
from the Valley of Mexico; E. tau, the smallest 
true “horse, also from the Valley of Moxico;

The chaoges in 
the place where the lines cross the vertical .wira* 
in the eye-piece_ indicate the inclination. 
Adjustments are so made that tho displacomont 
of one line multiplied by 20 shows the differenco 
of altitude in metres, and another displacement 
multiplied by 100 gives the distance. From 
experiments at 25( metres, it appeara that the 
maximum error in distance may be reduced to 
shout a fifth of one per cent, with corrospond- 
ingly greater average accuracy in elevation. _
